Week #1: The Warriors Cause

• How have you seen the destructive nature of men fighting for the wrong thing play out in your life? 

With your Bible or YouVersion, read Luke 4:18-30 

This passage tells the story of Jesus reading the scroll in the Temple, quoting Isaiah. 

• We know Christ was the savior, meek & mild, loving & compassionate. What are you thoughts when he is 
talked about as a Warrior? 

• How has the world told dads that they aren't living up to their responsibilities? 

Read Nehemiah 4:14 & 2 Samuel 10:12 

• What is yourfavorite Chick Flick or Warrior Movie & what makes it your favorite? 

• What cause do you remember you father fighting for as you grew up? 

• How has that cause affected you and the way you will, or already do, raise your family? 

• What is your cause that you are fighting for, if any? 

• What changes might you make in your life to adjust the cause you are fighting for? 

Read 2 Corinthians 10:3-5 

• What were your thoughts about Pastor Sam's discussion a bout the weapons we fight with? 

• Sometimes we throw a punch. . . sometimes we turn the cheek. How have you seen these two things play 
out in your life? 

• What do you see, or your spouse see in you, when you think about your fear of failure?
